Washington, Feb. 10.—The peace 


treaty, referred to the senate foreign 
relations committee yesterday to tech- 
nically rid it of cloture was reported 
back today by the committee without 
debate and without a record vote. Re- 
publican 
and 
Democratic 
leaders 
agreed, however, not to take it up in 
the senate until next week. The 'com- 
mittee's action was entirely perfunc- 
tory, 'the senate having given instruc- 
tions that the treaty be reported out 
immediately together with the Repub- 
lican reservations adopted at the last 
session of congress. 
The parliamentary result is to bring 
the treaty and the reservations again 
into a status where amendments to 
either can be offered and discussed 
without any limitation on debate. 
The peace .treaty was back in the 
hands of the foreign relations commit- 
tee today and it probably will not be 
returned to the senate floor until next 
week. 


The committe« was expected to act 
today on the instructions of the senate 
to report the treaty out with the reser- 
vations drafted by the Republicans at 
the last session of congress. 
Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts, Republican 
leader plans, however, to defer further 
senate consideration of the treaty to 
make way for appropriations and tariff 
legislation 


When the treaty comes, .back to the 
senate with the reservations. Republi- 
can leaders, it was undestood are pre- 
pared to propose modifications to the 
reservations similar to those drawn up 
at the recent bi-partisan conference. 
Thbf would open discussion for com- 
promise, it is pointed out, although the 
possibility of ratification is consedered 
by both sides a long way off.

Johnson, Hibbard stated that he had 
sent a wireless asking for full informa- 
tion and that he had also cabled Mrs. 
Johnson at her address.

him. 


According to a letter written January 


12 to Mr. C. H. Spencer and received 
today from Mr. Johnson he and his* wife 
had left Constantinople and started on 
their way to India. They had arrived at 
Konia, Asia Minor, and were awaiting a 
train on to_Aleppo, in Syria, and with- 
in a few miles of which place the New- 
ark man was murdered, just 
three 
weeks after writing the letter. 
They had received orders to delay 
going to India until April 1. 
In his letter Mr. Johnson said: "Mr«. 
Johnson and I leave tonight for Adana. 
where we stop for a day or so. awaiting 
a train on to Aleppo, from whence we 
go to Marach, farther north. 
'We have had fairly good train ac-

Amsterdam, Feb. 10.—Former Crown 


Trince Frederick William of Germany 
has offered to give himself up to the 
allies in place of the hundreds of Ger- 
mans demanded for extradition on the 
list recently submitted to Berlin, ac- 
cording to a telegram purporting to 
have come from him published in the 
Handelsblad of this city. 
The telegram addressed to the Kings 


of England, Belgium and Italy, the 
Presidents of France and the United 
States and the Emperor of Japan says: 
"As the ex-crown prince, I wish to 
take the place of my countrymen. 
If 
the allied and associated governments 
desire a victim let them take me In- 
stead of the 900 Germans who com- 
mitted no other crimes than to serve 
their country in war." 


GERMANS TO SUPPORT 
GOVERNMENTS STAND 


Berlin, Monday, Feb. 9.—Decision 
was reached by the committee on for- 
eign relations of the national assembly 
today to support 
the government's 
stand in declaring "the ethical and pa- 
triotic indignation of the German peo- 
ple at the allied demand for extradition 
of Germans accused of war crimes is 
such that the carrying out of extradi- 
tion measures have been made physi- 
cally impossible and would produce in- 
ternal unrest." 


Independent Socialist members re- 
fused to subscribe to this declaration 
which was adopted at the meeting of 
the committee which lasted for three 
hours ihis afternoon. 


The government has decided to sub- 
mit the official extradition list to the 
first attorney general at Leipzig with
